Encouraged considerably by the 
attitude of large, representative 
property owners in the Chaffey 
district, Chaffey board of educa- 
ion members have called a spec- 
ial bond issue election for Oct. 2. 

Outcome of the vote will de- 
termine the fate of the proposed 
construction and furnishing of the 
the Chaffey campus. Bonds total- 
ing $195,000 will be issued if two- 
thirds of the voters officially ap- 
prove the proposition at the elec- 
tion. Public Works Administra- 
tion (PWA) funds totaling $185,- 
000 will be given the district, if 
the bonds are approved. The total 
of $380,000 will be used in the 
construction and furnisring of the 
auditorium. 

The proposed bonds are to be 
|paid in 10 years. The interest 
rate is not be more than 3% per 
cent. 

A meeting of the representa- 
tives of the West End Tax Co- 
ordinating committee at which 
the Chaffey board members at- 
tended apparently had much 
weight in the board’s decision. 
The tax meeting was held Mon- 
day night during which large 
taxpayers expressed themselves

Depression Over for 
State Agriculture, | 
Railroad Declares, 





The depression is ending this 
year as far as California agri- | 
culture is concerned, according to | 
reports from Santa Fe officials. | 
So far this yezr the state has had 
a few bumper crors and no fail- 
ures and pri-es are t:nding to 
rise. 

The citrus industry has experi- 
enced satisfactory Valencia orange | 
prices all season, lemon prices 
have ranged even better, and in- 
dications are the new navel crop 
will be normal though smaller 
than 1934-35, according to a sur- 
vey. 

California deciduous crops are 
about the same as last year, with 
increases in apricots, peaches, 
pears and plums and decreases in 
almonds, apples, grapes, prunes | 
and walnuts. Biggest gain is in 
peaches and greatest loss is in 
prunes and grapes. The grape 
crop was estimated at 1,642,000 
tons compared to 2,194,000 in 
1935. 

Ths state’s wheat crop is esti- 
mated at 16,126,000 bushels 
against last year’s 14,554,000. The 
sugar beet crop now being har- 
vested is estimated at 1,930,000 


tons, half a million over last year.

California navel orange growers, 
as well as to orange juice consum- 
ers and chemists, A. J. Lorenz, di- 
rector of nutritional research for 
the California Fruit Growers Ex- 
change, told the American Chem- 
ical society in session in Pitts-, 
burgh, recently. | 

Juice of California navels tested | 
showed up 22 per cent ahead of 
Florida orange juice in vitamin C, | 
the scurvy-preventing factor in 
which the fruit is so abundant.
